ANECDOTES OF WASHINGTON. 


There lately died in the city of Boston, 


a very respectable negro, named Primus 
Hall. 
He lived lo an advanced age and 


was the possessor of considerable prop- 
erty. 
Through the Revolutionary war, 


he was body servant to ihe late Colonel 
Pickering, of Massachusetts. 
He was 


free and communicative, and delighted to 
sil down with an interesting listener, and 
pour out those stories of an absorbing and 
exciting interest with which his memory 
was stored. 


Lt is well known that there was no of- 


ficer in the whole American army whose 
friendship was dearer to Washington, 
and whose counsel was more esteemed 
by him, than of the honest and patriotic 
Col. Pickering. 
He was on iniimale 


lenns with, and unbosomed himself to 
him with as little reserve as, perhaps, to 
any other confidant in the army. When- 
ever he was stationed wilhin such a dis- 
tance as to admit of il, he passed many 
hours with the Colonel, consulting- him 
upon anticipated measures, and delighted 
in his reciprocaied friendship. 


Washington was, therefore, often 


brought into contact with the servant of 
Col. Pickering, ihe departed Primus.— 
An opportunity was afforded 10 the ne- 
gro to note him, under circumstances 
very different from those in which he 
was usually brought before the public, 
and which possesses, therefore, a striking 
charm. 
I remember two of these anec- 


dotes from the mouth of Primus. 
One 


of them is very slight, indeed, yet so pe- 
culiar as to be replete wilh interest. 
The 


other conveys a high and holy moral, 
and deserves to be recorded among the 
public and remarkable acts of our coun- 
try's saviour, ns a brilliant illustration 
that disinterestedness and true humility 
were guiding principles of his character. 
The authenticity of both may be fully 
relied upon : 


Washington once came lo Col. Pick- 


ering's quarters, and found him absent. 


"Il is no mnuer," said he to Primus. 


"1 am greatly in need of exercise. 
You 


must help me to get some before your 
master returns." 


Under his directions the negro busied 


himself in some simple preparations. A 
stake was driven inio the ground about 
breast high, a rope was tied to it, and 
then Primus was desired to hold it hori- 
zonlally extender'. 
The boys the coun- 


try over are familiar wilh this plan of 
getting sport. 
With true bnyish zest, 


Washington ran backward and forward 
for some lime, jumping over the rope ns 
he came and went, uniil he expressed 
himself satisfied wuh the exercise. 


Repeatedly afterwards, when a favora- 


ble opportunity offered, he would say. 
come Primus, I am in need of exercise ; 
whereat the negro would drive down the 
stake, and \\ ashinglori would j u m p over 
the rope u n t i l he had exercised himself 
to his heart's content. 


On the second occasion, the great 


mean by saying you had straw and 
blankets enough 1 
Here you have given 


up your straw and blankets to me, that 11 
misht sleep comfortable, while you are ' 
obliged to sil ilirouffh the night. 


'•It's nothing, General," said Primus, 


"It's nothing. I'm well enough. 
Don'l 


trouble yourself about me. 1 sleep very 
good." 


"But it is matter—it is matter," said 


Washington, earnestly. "1 cannot do il. 
Primus. 
If either is lo sit up, I will.— 


Bui 1 think there is no need of either 
sitting up. 
The blanket is large enough 


for two. 
Come, lie down here with 


me." 


"Oh, no, Genera! !" said Primus, star- 


ting and protesting against the proposi- 
tion. 
"No, let me sit here. 
Til do very 


well on the stool." 


"I say come and lie down lu-re !" said 


Washington, authoritatively. "There is 
room for both, and 1 insist upon it." 


He threw open thu blanket, as he 


spoke, and moved to one side of the 
straw. 
Primus professed to have been 


exceedingly shocked at ihe idea of lying 
under the same cover with the comman- 
der-in-chief, but his tone was so determi- 
ned and resolute lhat he could not resist, 
lie prepared himself, therefore, and laid 
himself down by Washington ; nnd on 
the same straw, and under the same blan- 
ket, the General and the negro servant 
slept until morning.

PRKSERYING MEAT BY FREEX1NG. 
Everybody knows, or ought to know, 


lhat meat will keep perfectly sweet so 
long as it remains frozen. 
But every- 


body does not know that their meal will 
be tender or tough, according to their 
method of thawing it. 


If frozen meal is brought into a warm 


room and thawed by heat—if you have 
not good teeth find the digestive powers 
of an ostrich, you had belter leave that 
part of the dinner 10 those who have. 
Therefore, bring from the krder, the 
night before it is wanted, the meat or 
poultry intended for dinner, and plunge 
il into cold water. 
The ne.xt morning a 


thick coaling of ice will bo found encrus- 
tins; the whole piece. Take it off and 
change thu water, ond let it remain until 
the hour for dressing it. 
If to be boiled, 


put it over the fire in cold wator—if to 
roast, pin il before a bri=k fire, as there 
is always danger lhat the heart of a la me 
piece may nol be completely thawed, in 
which case it will be spoiled. 


Vegetable's should be thowcd in the 


same way, and with few exceptions, they 
will be better for having been frozen. 
Potatoes, however,acquires disagreeable 
sweetness.
